It may not be amiſs likewiſe to obſerve that for a whole Year in which the Cuſtom-Houſe Officers have been ſo 'wery diligent in ſpreading the Fame of the ſaid 
Warner's Clay to be the beſt Fullers-Earth in England, he hath not been able to ſell the leaſt quantity of it as ſuch, tho' be has proffered it to all Men for @ 
very little more than one Third of what Fullers- Earth # generally ſold for.
